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Name of a Miracle

NCE there was a man in need of a reve- 
C~ lation from God, for he was ill and in 
ain. 

He had prayed for healing, but his prayers had 
not been answered. He had cried out for assur- 
ance, but he had heard no reassuring voice. 

The man thought, “I have served God as well 
as I have been able. I have failed Him, no doubt— 
perhaps in large ways, certainly in small ways— 
but I have served Him. Why does He not help 
me?” 

His wife helped him. He had merely to voice 
a request, and she ran to meet it. She even tried 
to foresee his needs and meet them before he 
asked. She kept watch by his bed day and night. 
He saw the look in his wife's eyes; it was a look 
of deep concern. 

His friends helped him. They did his chores. 
They prayed for him. They sat by his bed and 
comforted him. He saw the look in his friends 
eyes; it was a look of deep concern. 

This was a man who had always had a deep 
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sense of being unloved. But now the look in the 
eyes of his wife and friends was so much a look 
of love that he could not help but realize their 
love. He found himself saying, almost in astonish- 
ment, ‘“These people love me.” 

Still, no miracle of healing happened when he 
prayed, and no voice answered when he called, 
“God, God!” 

So the man continued to cry out in bitterness 
and doubt: “What kind of captain, hearing one 
of his company cry out in terror in the night, 
would not at least vouchsafe, ‘Soldier, I am here. 
Take heart" 

“God, I ask no more than such a soldier. If You 
are there, let me know You are there.” 

Still, no voice spoke. 

But the thought came to the man, ‘What do I 
mean when I say, ‘God’ ?” 

Then it occurred to him that he was asking for 
something to happen that he did not even believe 
in. 

When he cried, “God!” he was looking not for 
God, but for a Thunderer. Yet he did not believe 
in a Thunderer. He was looking not for God, but 
for a kindly old man like the Lord God Jehovah 
in “Green Pastures.”” Yet he did not believe in a 
God like the one in “Green Pastures.” 

Then the man stopped his crying, he stopped 
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his complaining. 

He became still and asked himself, “What do 
I believe about God ?” 

It flashed into his mind that if someone asked 
him what he believed about God, he would have 
a hard time answering for the most part; but there 
was one thing he could say, had always said, and 
would say with certainty: 

“God is love.” 

God is love! 

Then he realized that all the time he had been 
crying and complaining, this God, the God who is 
love, had been revealing Himself. 

All the time he had been crying for God to ap- 
pear, God had been appearing to him. He had 
been looking into the face of love. He had been 
looking into the only face love could show him, 
for it was the only face he had eyes to see. This 
was his wife’s face. This was his friends’ face. 

All the time he had been crying out for God to 
speak, God had been speaking to him with the 
only voice the God of love could speak through, 
for it was the only voice he had ears to hear. This 
was his wife’s voice. This was his friends’ voice. 

Then the man realized that all the time he had 
been begging for a revelation and a miracle, he 
had been receiving a revelation and a miracle. The 
name of the revelation is love. The name of the 
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miracle is love. 

Is there any higher revelation or greater miracle 
than love? 

Sometimes miracles and revelations are like 
flashes of lightning. But sometimes they occur so 
gradually and naturally that we can hardly de- 
scribe what has occurred. We can only say, like 
the man born blind whom Jesus healed: “One 
thing I know, that, whereas I was blind, now I 
see.” 

We live in the midst of a miracle. Life is a 
miracle, and presents us with a succession of 
wonders. These go on all the time; they happen 
to us, but we are not aware of them. Then one 
day we open our spiritual eyes and exclaim, “I 
see. 

This man had thought about God as love. But 
he had never really considered what God as love 
means. Then one day he opened his eyes and saw 
that God is love. Suddenly God was a real pres- 
ence in his life, in a way He had never been before. 

God was no more than God had always been. 
But the man was aware of God, not as a word, 
not as an abstraction, not as a distant being, but 
as a present reality. The man recognized God. 

We are all much like this man. 

We cry out, “God! God!” but we have not 
thought through what we believe God to be. We 
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do not know what it is we are expecting to see. 

How can we hope to recognize Him? 

Would we feel our prayers were answered if 
some sort of phantom presence put in its appear- 
ance? Or would we be terrified—perhaps feel we 
were out of our mind? 

When we cry, “God, God!” we might be wise 
to think first what it is that we expect. 

What do we believe about God? 

Certainly whatever made the infinite universe, 
whose scope and nature we cannot imagine, must 
be infinitely more than anything we can imagine. 
The supreme power is not limited by the limita- 
tions of our thought about it. 

Call it what name we will, it is yet more. 

The Chinese mystic, Lao-tse, said, “The names 
that can be given are not the Absolute Name.” 

Yet there are some things we can say definitely 
about the God we believe in. 

God must be good. He must be infinitely bet- 
ter than we are, than any man is. He is good be- 
yond even our notions of goodness. 

Most of the names we call God are not worth) 
of Him. They limit Him. They make Him less 
than He is. 

But there is one name that is worthy even of 
God. This name is Love. 

For when we say that God is love, we are giving 
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Him the highest, best, and most beautiful name 
there is for that which is highest, best, and most 
beautiful in this world. 

God is love. 

When we say that God is Allah, we may sepa- 
rate ourselves from all who are not Moslems. 

When we say that God is Buddha, we may 
separate ourselves from all who are not Buddhists. 

When we say that God is Christ, we may 
separate ourselves from all who are not Christians. 

But when we say that God is love, we make our- 
selves one with all men, and all men want to make 
themselves one with us. 

And God is God of all. It is no virtue to address 
Him in Latin or Arabic or Sanskrit or English. He 
is no respecter of persons—or religions. He is not 
available to one and not to others. God has no 
chosen people. There are only people who have 
chosen God. We choose Him not by repeating 
godly names but by living godlike lives, and a 
godlike life is above all a life of love. 

This is what makes Jesus supreme and unique. 

He is love. 

Other teachers have taught detachment and 
withdrawal as the way of life. Jesus taught love. 

He not only taught love. He lived love. He was 
incarnate selflessness. He gave. He forgave. He 
healed. He fed. He comforted. 
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The sum of what He taught and the sum of 
what He lived is love. 

“By this shall all men know that ye are my 
disciples,” He said at the Last Supper, “if ye have 
love one to another.” Not if you call yourself a 
Christian—or a Baptist or a Catholic or a Unity 
student! Not if you have secret knowledge that 
no one else has! Not if you live a life of austerity 
and denial! Not if you are able to work miracles! 
But “‘if ye have love one to another’’! 

“Love your enemies,” He said. 

“Pray for them that persecute you.” 

“Whosoever smiteth thee on thy right cheek, 
turn to him the other also.” 

“Whosoever shall compel thee to go one mile, 
go with him two.” 

“If any man would . . . take away thy coat, let 
him have thy cloak also.” 

If these teachings seem impossible ideals, it 
is only because we have not love enough. These 
are the words of the Great Lover. None but lovers 
can follow this instruction. When we love, we 
do naturally the things He told us to do. 

We pray for those who persecute us—when we 
love them. We go the second mile, we turn the 
other cheek—for those we love. We give our 
cloak as well as our coat, and everything else we 
own too, when it is needed—to those we love. 
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Jesus loved. 
As we love one or two, He loved mankind. 
For He knew that if we love, we have the only 
life worth living. To live for something more than 
ourself, to live for others, to live for God, who is 
love—this is the only life fit for a son of man and 
son of God. 

Sometimes we struggle to reach through to 
God as if He were something far away, strange, 
hard to find, hard to understand. Sometimes by 
the very urgency with which we seek Him, we 
separate ourselves from Him. We are so intent on 
our search that we pass Him by. We are looking 
far away, and miss His beauty close at hand. We 
are poring over strange matters and fail to see 
His familiar truth. 

We make Him out to be a mysterious presence 
—and waste our life looking for visions and lis- 
tening for voices. We turn Him into a vague ab- 
straction—and lose ourselves in labyrinths of 
words. 

And all the time He is right here. He is in us. 
He is around us. He is speaking to us with ten 
thousand tongues and showing Himself in ten 
thousand faces. 

Looking for God is like looking for the air 
when all the time we are breathing it. It is like 
looking for the sun when all the time we are 
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seeing, walking, and living by its light. 

God is the love in our own heart, whatever love 
we may be capable of. To find Him, we need go 
no farther than our own kind act or charitable 
thought. 

Once we have truly come to know God as love, 
we do not vainly call out, “God! God!” and 
agonize for an answer. We recognize Him every- 
where. 

We see God looking at us from the eyes of 
mothers and sweethearts, wives and children, 
neighbors and friends. We see Him in the eyes 
of strangers too. For they are love as much as we 
are love. 

When we know that God is love, we feel His 
presence in the touch of any friendly hand. And 
we sense that friendly hands are everywhere—the 
hands of mothers, the hands of teachers, the hands 
of doctors, the hands of ministers, all the unseen 
hands that do the many jobs that make the human 
community possible. 

When we know that God is love, we hear His 
voice in every cheerful word that falls on our ears. 
A glad “Good morning!” becomes the speech of 
God. The voice of God is even the sound of rain 
falling on the earth in spring. In winter it is the 
silence of the mantling snow. 

When we know that God is love, we never 
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cease to hear His voice. The silences declare His 
presence as loudly as the thunder or the sea. 

When we know that God is love, we truly find 
sermons in stones and God in everything. 

The bread is love, as it gives itself to us to be 
eaten. The air is love, as it gives itself to us to 
be breathed. The sun is love, as it gives us its light 
that we may see. In every loving thought, word, 
and act we are one with Him. 

When we know that God is love, we are never 
alone; we never feel unloved. We have made our 
abiding place under the pinions of peace; in the 
tower of the rock of the truth, we have found our 
refuge. 

Love casts out fear. Love sets us free from 
self-concern. Love soothes away pain. Love is 
wholeness. 

When we know that God is love, we live in a 
friendly world. For it is the world that love has 
made. And if we see pain and unloveliness that we 
cannot understand, we feel no less the infinite en- 
compassing compassion—over all a brooding as of 
wings! Nothing is without significance; nothing 
is unimportant; nothing will be left out. In the 
likeness of love’s loveliness, all things have their 
true being. 

Through all that is—the moving spheres and 
the lives of men—we sense a harmony. We are 
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part of the harmony. Knowing this, we have faith 
to meet whatever we have to meet, for we know 
that what we have to meet is not meaningless and 
chance, but also part of the harmony. Circum- 
stance cannot separate us from the calm assurance 
of the working out of good. We are in the care of 
that which knows our need better than we know 
it and fills it before we ask that it be filled. We 
live under the shadow of love. 

O Child of Love, why would you have God be 
forever a strangeness and a mystery? All the time 
He is knocking at the door of your life, and He 
has no stranger's guise. 

He is the face of love wherever it smiles at you. 

He is the hand of love wherever it is lifted to 
bless you. 

He is the voice of love wherever it rises in 
friendly greeting. 

God cannot come to you in ways that you can- 
not accept Him, but only in ways that you can ac- 
cept him. How can He make Himself more ac- 
ceptable than as love? 

Would you have more of God? 

Have more of love. 

For God is love, and love is God. To have love 
in your heart is to have God in your heart. To 
have love in your heart is to live in the heart of
